him. Another gentleman, a Methodist 
minister (S son of the Rev. Mr. Cole, of 
Clinton, 1ST. Y.) who was upon the Board, 
being more conscientious then the others 
and finding that he could not stay pro¬ 
ceedings,absented himself from the church 
and revival, causing much comment. 
Now he is gathering proof that the col¬ 
ored preachers in signing an article asking 
for separate churches, had not the under¬ 
standing that they were excluded from 
all or any of the other churches that they 
wished to visit, either separately or in a 
body.

The colored peo¬ 
ple were forced to separate from the 
“Mother Church” because of ill treat¬ 
ment by the white members, such as be¬ 
ing pulled from their knees while in pray¬ 
er, and ordered to take back seat, <kc.",” 
I have before me a short history of this 
Church, and the oppression under which 
it was established, and I fear in years to 
come it will cast a shade upon our church 
record. It is now found in every state 
in the Union, but how it compares in 
size and influence with other societies I 
am unable to say.

zines to my table, or fetch them from 
every corner of the room. * Directly in 
the sun it is intensely hot, and you soon 
wilt, but indoors or riding in a covered 
carriage, it is quite pleasant, and usually, 
in fact every time I have rode—and I 
ride often and at any time of the day— 
I have found strong, cool breezes, with 
an occasional hot one. The cool air come; , 
from the Gulf—there is nothing to break 
off the currents—and the hot from tho 
North. No white man works in the sun 
and the negroes who are ambitious, or 
hungry, take a “gait," and don’t seem to 
suffer any. We have fewer sunstrokes 
than at the North, but maybe it is duo 
to the thickness of skull of ono class, 
and the laziness—which keeps them out 
of the sun—of the other. With tin- 
protection here used, I do not suffer any 
more from heat than at home. 

The overflow is subsiding very fast, 
and now our warm breezes bring u; 
whiffs of fish and other decaying matter 
that are far fruui appetizing. We tight 
the miasmi with qniritne, and if we g 't 
heavy rain soon to wash off the ground, 
no danger will follow to this section, it 
only warm north and east winds wo nuiv 
have fevers, then our resort will be Cote 
Blanch Island in the Gulf.

Letter from Louisiana. 


NUMBER THIRTEEN. 


Baldwin, La., June 10, 1874. 

Friend Humphries : — Doubtless you, 
and many of your readers, are better in¬ 
formed concerning the division of the 
M. E. Church than I, butthelittle I have 
learned I will write out for the benefit 
of the few, who, like myself, have never 
read its history. 

Previous to 1844 the M. E. churches 
of the United States had one interest in 

the property, and were united under a 

General Conference. The Methodist 
Discipline has an article forbidding the 
buying and selling of slaves, and the 
faithful adherence to this by tho “Mother 
Church" caused a division and the for¬ 
mation of the M. E. Church North and 
the M. E. Church South, the first being 
true to its principles, the Becond regulat¬ 
ing its principles by its practice. 

It occurred in this wise : Previous to 
1844, Bishop Andrews married a South¬ 
ern widow, rich in plantation and slave 
property. He claimed, before the Gen¬ 
eral Conference that he was not the own¬ 
er, and not responsible because his wife 
was a slaveholder. Conference failed to 
excuse this practical infringement of the 
Discipline, and asked him to free his 
slaves or forfeit his position. This caused 
great excitement in the South, as many 
ministers had married into slaveholding 
families, and each daughter upon leaving 
her father’s house was usually given a 
a certain number of slaves, making the 
“clericals” virtually slaveholders. 

No candidate for ministerial honors 
had been accepted who could not meet 
the requirements of the Discipline, but 
in this insidious manner the evil had 
crept into the Church without arousing 
general attention, until so prominent a 
person as Bishop Andrews fell into the 
snare. A Southern Conference was called 
and a plan of secession adopted, and 
also claim laid to half of the Book Con¬ 
cern. This claim was refused, but after 
a legal trial was won—whether lawfully 
or through bribery people differ—and the 
new Church South carried with her an 
equivalent half of the book property. 

Of course a Church that made this 
darling institution, slavery, one of her 
Biblical bulwarks was a god-send to 
Southerners, and they rallied around, 
making it so powerful that to-day it finds

The 
experiment is best made by a mother or 
sister both for that reason and because 
they usually have greater patience and 
kindness with children.
